The senate at Albany 
has 
just 
passed by a yore of 35 to 6 the bill 
that prohibits the photographing and 
the taking of the Bertillon measure­ 
ments of a person under arrest un­ 
til after his or her conviction of 
a 
crime. 
This measure was the direct, 
the immediate outcome of the out­ 
rage perpetrated by the New York 
police last fall in dragging certain 
arrested officers of the failed Brook­ 
lyn bank to headquarters in 
Man­ 
hattan, photographing and measur­ 
ing them and placing these records 
in the rogues’ gallery even before 
the accused men had been indicted. 
The courts have since then made r u ­ 
lings against such actions as 
un­ 
warranted under the law, but 
it 
was deemed necessary to make the 
language of the statute plainly 
and 
unquestionably prohibitive of the vi­ 
ciously outrageous practice of “ mug­ 
ging” persons who may be as inno­ 
cent of crime as a new-born babe, 
and 
then tagging them as crim­ 
inals for all time.

Search by the janitor has failed to 
disclose anything on the inside of the 
building th at m ight have made the 
hole.
